NEW GYRO ACCURACY—
A super-accurate gyroscope—
one with its rotor suspended
electrically—is beiing develop-
’ed by aeronautcal engineers at
|Minneapolis Honeywell Regu-
lator Co. to meet the greatly
increased demands of the
space age.

The new concept—a radical
departure from conventional
bearings—employs a spherical
rotor made of beryllium ma-
chined to tolerances of 15 mil-
lionths of an inch which is sus-
pended in a vacuum of electric
fields. Originally suggested by
Dr. Arnold Nordsieck of the
University of Illinois, the work
was carried on by Honeywell
under Navy and Air Force con-
tracts.
